OSnUSSEE AT HOJIE. 

Half a day's ?ail up the Sarawak from Kucinn are 
the war-scarred ruius of the ouce-thriving Byak village 
of Leda Tauah, where the river divides into two 
branches : that to right going past Siiiiawan and the 
scene of the decisive rebel defeat in li^rtl \ while the 
left, skirting a pebbly sandbank formed by the junction 
of the two branches, runs through a dim archway of 
mighty trees and creepers into the mountains. 

At "anchor in the opening of this latter umbrageous 
vista was the ~\yelUvreO,en awaiting Mr. Effinghatn and 
his exploring party from the Simunjon region, whitlier 
they had gone, by sea or river, as happened to be im- 
mediately practicable, nnder the generously subsidized 
guidance of Pa Jenna. 

Mr. Effingham. Mr. Dodge, and tlie Rajah's represen- 
tative, Mr. "Williamson, had .undertaken the adventur- 
ous trip in company ; the latter gentleman essaying it 
as prehminary to a more extended official progress ap- 
pointed for later in the year; and it was upon Mr. 
Dodije's urgent solicitation that his chief consented to 
rest for awhile in the home of their Dyak pilot, on the 
way from tlie point of embarkation on the prahu to the 
deeper waters where the brig was to be found. Their 
return was by a course difierent from that of their ad- 
vance, which had been by schooner along the coast to 
Sadong river, and up that stream to the Simunjon. It 
gave them a signal experience of the hard travel of a 
wild country ; and when the prahu of the Dyak chief 
was reached on the Sarawak branch, and the Wdtcvre- 
den kno%vn to be only a few miles farther on, all were 
glad enough at the approaching end of the journey to 
assent to almost any reasonable proposition. More- 
over, as, by Mr. Effinghain's invitation. Colonel Daryl 
was to have come up by the brig on his visit to Doctor 
Hedland, the merchant thought it friendly to take the 
chance of flnding that gentleman, and having his so- 
ciety back to Ivuchin. 

Going down the mountain stream toward its wood- 
walled entrance into the main river, a stretch of rice 
fields, primitively trenched and embanked, was passed, 
and then, half way up the steep slant of a densely 
wooded hill, the travelers beheld the village of Pa 
Jenna and the JTaturalist. 

^{ot only were a series of bamboo ladders necessary 
for the scaling of the acclivity to the woodland founda- 
tion of this lofty hamlet, but a vertical ascent of more 
than thirty feet' had yet to be accomphshed by similar 
means ; for the one great house, live hundred feet long, 
was elevated that distance into the air on a decapitated 
grove of iron-wood. Mr. Dodge instinctively took the 
fead even of the Illauaon Dyak in this arduous sur- 
mounting ; with the remark that he was "inured to 
every climb and exhibited so many feats of muscu- 
lar agiliiy thnt his less suicidal followers exchanged 
notes of impatient wrath.

peared ; this airy platform extending unbrokenly 
around the whole one-boused village of nearly three 
luuKlred people. Narrow doors, or gates, opened 
upon it, at short intervals, from the adjoining quar- 
ters of fifty families, and at longer intervals ^tond 
benches bearing stone slabs, whicli were the culinary 
fireplaces of the community. Only by occasional vari- 
ation of height in the peaked roofs of palm " ataps," as 
one addition after another had been made, could any 
particular habitation he distiuguished from its neigh- 
bor, except at the centre of the row, where a taller, 
round structure, with conical top, broke the sky-line 
picturesquely. This was the head-house of the village, 
devoted in the upper part to the ■' smoked " heads won 
by the warriors in days prior to .Sarawak civilization, 
and in the lower to the sleeping accommodation of the 
tmmarried men. 

Pew human figures, and those apparently decrepit 
old people and nearly nude children, were scattered 
over the long bamboo walk ; for husbands and brothers 
were away fishing, or hunting turtles" eggs, or perhaps 
on trading prahus ; and wives and sisters were not yet 
returned from their work m the rice-fields. Pa Jenna, 
who was the Orang-Kaya, or chief man, of this now 
deserted village, waited until some of the guard and 
sailors of their boat had brought up the naukeen cloth, 
gnnpow^der, confectionery, beads and Chinese toys, 
which Mr. Effingham designed leaving as presents, 
and then led the way to his own x'l-'ivate quarters, 
near the head-house. Yery readily the merchant apd 
JIi-. "Wilhamson followed, being inclined for shade and 
rest, and willing to evade the attention they and their 
train were attracting from such villagers as were at 
home. Not so, however, Mr. Dodge, who, feeling 
" first-rate " in that rarefied air, as he expressed him- 
self, and catching sight of an object of interest some 
distance oft", was disposed for a bi'ief promenade before 
retiring in-doors. 

The object of interest was sitting in a huddled pos- 
ture upon a bench of cane-work against the front of the 
last house of the row, and, on more particular inspec- 
tion, had a European aspect, that might weU have ex- 
cited the curiosity of all the new-comers, if they had 
been disposed at the time to notice it.

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to avert an iramediate congestion of the picturesque 
human iipweUing aroimd the three strangcrSj whom the 
retm'uing multitude discovered with much rouud-ej'ed 
and ejaculatory surprise. The Orang-Kaya hriefly ex- 
plained that these biranis were known to Tuan lied- 
laiid and under the pt'otectiou of himself and his 
"'antu;'' whereupon the variegated stream flowed on 
agaiu, with a resumed chorus of not unmelodious chat- 
ter and laughter, and soon all the ditterent houses of 
the long row had their great roof-flaps lifted and many 
doors open, and tires began kindling for the day's last 
meal.

" sinka" wood, involved a proffer of hospitality of which 
oiily ifr. Dodge was bold enough to partake, and be- 
tokened a kiudhip with lower mortals for this village in 
the air.

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As essential fdement in modern school education is 
the annual torture of examinations. Tliis is a pinch- 
beck form of the doctrine of the "■ survival of the fittest" 
a.pplied to schools, for on the results of these exauiina- 
tions depends the question of promotion of the pupils 
and eiScienc}' on the part of teachers. The pi.Tcet!f ages 
obtained in these examinations are taken as the indices 
of the pupil's intellectual growth, and of the power of 
the teacher to foster and promote such growth. 

The highest value is rhu^ affixed to such educational 
agencies as are able to formulate their results com- 
pletely at the end of a .~ingle term, and the same spirit 
and principle reach into each day's achievement, each 
recitation and facli single effort ou the part of pupil 
and teacher. 

The educational process thus becimies a wrestle \vith 
words and formulas that the mem(>ry may subject them 
to its uses for recitation and L^xamiuation. The age is 
full of thf! spirit of reform, l)ut educational reform wiU 
be an idle dream so long as reformers and critics laud 
the successes wrought out by pernicious methods, and, 
while declaiming against cramming," adjust their 
eye-glasses with great complacency, and commend in 
the highest terms those types of perfection which can 
only be attained by the most persistent and deadly 
cramming. 

So long as the teacher's professional status with 
directors and parents depends on the number of pupils 
promoted and the value of their averages, so long we 
may expect tliat young eyes, opening to a vision of the 
woi-ld and life's possibilities, will be blinded by the dust 
of words ; so long the vitality of the futnre will be sacri- 
ficed to this mok)ch of folly in the school-room. 

Xot many days ago the author, in conversation with 
a genileinan (piite prominent among educational re- 
formers, was forcibly reniinded of the failure made by 
'■educators"' and reformei-s ouiside of the school-room 
to penetrate tiie -"true inwardness ■'' of this problem of 
educational refonu. This gentleman was commending: 
in the highest terms the work of a teacher whose school 
he had visited: "The results were wonderful. The 
plaee was fairly alive, I never saw anvtbing equal to 
the promptness, accuracy and order of that school- 
room. Not a second was lost, and the questions were 


ai!swered with a promptness and correctness that was 
almost equal to inspiration." Inspiration, indeed ! 

One could smile at this but for the sad reflections 
which it suggests. This veneer of words and drill 
mistaken by the most intelligent for genuine mental 
growth ; these roses deftly tied by the teacher on life's 
expanding branches, admired as the unfolding bloom of 
the tree itself; the hopelessness of any moral iir sub- 
stantial support of the soil-stirrer or the seed-planter, 
who has nothing but brown furrows to show when the 
visitor and inspector comes upon him in the midst of 
spring seeding, and condemns his work for its barren- 
ness of harvest fruit. 

To possess knowledge as a basis of action, as power 
in bond, is one thing ; while to be able to chant promptly 
and accurately the formulas of knowledge, is quite a 
difierent accomplishment ; the one being informed 
reason, the other charged memor3'. 

TIow easy it is for the teacher to lop off frnit-laden 
branches from the tree of knowledge, and, by sharpen- 
ing the ends, thrust them down with pi-essure into soil 
in which they have no root. The}' ivill be green for a 
time, and the examiners on the outside of the fence 
exclaim with satisfaction ; There is a good teacher ; 
the held speaks for itself ; see the growth, see the fruit !" 
Ho long aw sneh criteria of school work prevail we may 
expect to Ihid, not orchards in the futiue. but dead brush, 
the dried-up formulas of knowledge which grew else- 
where, and never had a living connection with the soil 
on which it lies in decay. 

The spirit of display in its constant effort to substi- 
tute the superficial for the real, the false for the true, 
nowhere works juore mischief than in the school, and 
it is a radic:il mistake to foster that spii-it by entering 
judgment (m the efficiency of a school from the ability 
of its pupilage to rehearse formulas or execute a pretty 
drill in recitation or gymnastics. 

The results which can be displayed in the school- 
room to an occasional visitor amount to very little ; 
they indicate even less than college honors do of the 
merits of an education that will make its possessor 
strong in future years. It is the seeding-time, not the 
harvest. It is not the season for results. They should 
be regarded at best but accidental, and not adopted as 
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a basis of critieism. In education tlie tree cannot bt; 
judged by its own fruit, foL- tba trees are yet sajiILngs 
and have not reached fruit-bearing. 

The tree niuHt be judged iu its futurity by the nature 
and character of the potencies now forming it rather 
than by anything that itself exhibits. Until tliis is 
more clearly recognized and critici^^m of the teacher's 
abiUty withdrawn from the performance of the pnpil, 
and fixed more intelligently un the methods of the 
teacher, all movements for the betterment of schools 
will be attended with partial and unsatisfactory success. 
The method of preparing the soil and the quaUty of the 
seed only can be made matters of criticism at seeding- 
time. Education of j-outh is the storage of the mind 
■with potentialities by the exaltation of innate faculties. 
OiiXy by measuring the power that is lifting the -weight 
can we judge of the force with which that weight will 
strike when it is released. 

In starting an tnitried'engine, while the initial pres- 
sure is generating, the business of the expert Is with 
the methods of feeding and tiring. The few intermit- 
tent ttirns that it maj- make are of little significance ; 
only when it has started on its long career of work 
with life's load upon it do its indicator diagrams become 
of value. 

TTe do not wish to be understood by this as stating that 
tlie teiichers of public schools are held looaelj' to their 
accountability. By no means. Tlie failures of our school 
s3-stem, from whatever causes, are held to react pi-imar- 
ily on its teachers, but this accotmtahility should be 
iixed in accord mth the natural relationship of cause 
and effect. It is not consistent to blame the teachers 
and condemn the final resitlts of a kind of teaching 
which is praised in its daily performance and made im- 
perative by the yearly standards. It cannot be ex- 
pected that all teachers are made of martyr stuff or 
have suicidal tendencies in their profession, or that they 
will adopt a true method of teaching when the true is 
condenmcd and a false method commended in the daily 
and yearly sho'w. They will not cast tlie bread by 
which they live on the waters of the future. In this 
connection we call attention to a single point. On all 
sides has been beard the complaint against home work 
assigned to pupils by teachers. Parents and elders cor- 
dially object to doing the work at home wbicli the 
teacher is paid to do in school, while physicians are 
positive in their denunciations of the tax placed on ey^e- 
sight and general healtli by evening study. So far that 
is well enough, but when those same parents or physi- 
cians hi the capacity of school examiners visit the 
schools, do they bestow the encouragement of their 
presence and enkindled interest on those teachers who 
do not assign home lessons, preferring to lead the mind 
of the pupil to tlie struggle with its own ignorance in 
the class-room ? I>o they sit for an hour listening with 
interest to the halting answers, and pleased with the 
vague and misshapen forms of ideas, as they slowly 
grow into the likeness of a more or less perfect thought 
in the pupil's mind ? 

Is the ability and ingenuity of the teacher in drawing 
illustrations from eveiT available source, and shaping 
that, thought to definiteuess by every possible question, 
appreciated or praised ? On the contrary, the visitors 
never congregate in those rooms. If, by chance, they 
enter, they leave about as soon, and with as little cere- 
mony as they would if they were rooms in wliich the 
old furniture was stored. Those rooms are workshops ; 
thev are filled with labor, chips and unfinished material, 
and never have any other appearance. There is notliing 
in them to please the eye or delight the ear by its s^'ni- 


metrical completeness ; so the inspectors move on to 
another room, where an orderly peribrmanee it; in prog- 
ress. A tfaclier is tliumbing out of an instrument 
called school-room order the death march of jnind, and 
yomig voices are chanting the notes learned from their 
text-books the evening before imder parental super- 
vision. 

How dull the room seems in which minds are strug- 
gling with their ignorance, when compared witli the 
one enlivened by these bright prodigies who rarely 
miss a question ! . The teacher is not a teacher so much 
as a director, so with questions the time is struck with 
precision and the class performs beautifully. The pupils 
are not held responsible for any questions '"not in the 
lesson,'" so. of course, none such are ever asked. "With 
many congratulations the visitors take their leave and 
continue to object to lessons assigned for thcni to teach 
at home ! 

Teachers ai'e so closely amenable to school authorities 
and public sentiment, and tlieir work lies so near do- 
mestic and social life by their direct intercourse with 
children, the chief object of home solicitude, that their 
ditties are discharged daily with as strict conformity to 
the criticism under which they rest as the possibilities 
of the case wiU permit. So sensitive are teachers on 
this point that many a teacher trembles and turns pale 
when a visitor is announced, fearing that something 
may occur ditring the visit that will not meet with the 
critic's approval. 

This strict conformity of the teacher to opinion and 
nervous fidelity^ to the set standard, primarily fixes llie 
responsibility of failure In the grand results, not on an 
mferior teacher, for the cliild passes through nuiny 
hands in his career ; not on meagre facilities, they 
might be lietter in some cases, but for the most part 
they are very good ; not on small salaries paid to teach- 
ers, for in that, as in everything else, the ]"'ice is fixed 
by the inexorable law of supply and demand. The 
cause is to be found, if anywhere, in the standard 
itself — in the faulty and inconsistent criteria by which 
a teacher's success is judged. 

A true critic, when he enters the school-room, will 
desire to hear the teaching, not the recitation. The 
comprehensiveness of information, the accuracy of 
statement, the genius and force of illustration there 
displayed, the taste with which the elements of the 
theme are selected, and the earnestness by which the 
whole is kindled into life, alone detcrinine for him the 
success of that room and everything in it. The pupils 
may not make tlie best display when judged by the 
readiness or literal correctness with whicli. they arc 
able to express themselves in speech or on paper. Pu- 
pils, under such teaching, do not thus distinguish them- 
selves, and cannot, for that is not primarily the end 
songh.t in the teacher's effort. The end is to expand 
their intelligence and interfuse their growing minds 
with the best thought and the best thinking. Princi- 
ples are taught, not inky copies of their molten images 
in type metal. "Wherever possible, pupils will be re- 
quired to formulate their ideas as best they can, and a 
higher value is placed on the imperfect and erroneous 
statements which they evolve from their own under- 
standing tlian on the precise exactness of book or dic- 
tation, wbicli is returned undigested and unassimilated 
in answer to set questions. The teacher is sun'Ouuded 
by incompleted forms and mental crudities ; if is the 
material to be worked, and worked in such manner that 
out of it shall be educed as perfect mental growth as 
canbe genuinely evolved from such conditions of men- 
tal life. 
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AA^'ould pucli a teacher receive approval or promottou 
iiiultT existing standards of the sye-tem ':' I think not, 
for the pupil?-" yearly percentages ivould be very low as 
reciiaiiotis are now estimated ;md marked. The exam- 
ination theses of the infants would he sadly harren of 
those concise formulas of knowledge which in their pro- 
duction are the crown of the greatest minds and the 
reward of prolonged eliort of the highest order, hut are, 
nevertheless, every year dif^played to admiring critics in 
tile answers of the cliildrcn. 

That there can be a school system -without some law 
to govern the pupils' advancement to successive grades 
no one believes : that promotion should he otiered as a 
mark for ambition and stimulus to eflbrt on the part of 
pupils and teachers is uncpiestionahle ; but we are of 
those who believe that it is entirely possible and prac- 
ticable to bestow the awards of progress on real growth, 
and that if sttch growth is conscientiously souglit and 
trulv encouraged by appropriate methods the means of 
estimating itVill not be wanting. Hmiian energies 
naturally "work toward the end to be accomplished, and 
if in the'ediicational process growth is required, growth 
will be attained ; if, instead of that, the tokens of knowl- 
edge are exacted and accepted on periodic trials, the 
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energies of schools will be directed only to the acquisi- 
tion of sucli tokens, and the examination will measare, 
instead of actual attainments, a ghostly spectre of knowl- 
edge conjured from the nnfonned void of the child's 
mind in the shape of literal answer^ to carefully-conned 
questions. The percentage awarded is the estimated 
conformity of this misshapen spectre to the form of the 
perfect izhost. A step toward true reform will be to call 
the performance of teaching to judgment, rather than, 
as at present, the performances of the taught. 

"\Vhen the merit of the teacher is judged in the work 
done, and not from it, we may hope that the value set 
upon that work will appreciate proportionately with its 
increased value to the world ; bttt so long as the ten- 
dency is to lead recitation-producers and esamination- 
coachers to the thrones of the profession, all teachers of 
true instincts must hold themselves conformable to the 
system lest it crush them, and do sii& rosa whatever 
honest work they can in stimulating thought ; so long, 
moreover, we may expect the profession to be over- 
stocked w-ith incompetent material, for very slender at- 
tainments are quite adequate to success if supplemented 
by a certain degree of positiveness and system in driving 
words and sentences into youthful minds.

THE DRUM-MAJOR OF B ALLYXEXAGH*

How he came to be called the Drom-^^raior still to me 
remains a mystery. I have diligently inquired ; I tried 
■when I saw him first, and subsequently, when I was 
down there at the investigation ; but no research has 
served to clear the thing up to my satisfaction. It was 
not on account of his baud, for the mild-voiced Christian 
Brother who taught the infant-school told me he was 
called the Drum-Major before the people of Inside Bogs 
dreamed of the bauds or the meetings. Kor was it be- 
cause his brother was in the police— I had jttmped at 
that wild conjecture on account of the association in my 
mind of the Hoyal Irish Constabulary with a military 
force— for I had learned from his mother that before her 
eldest son donned the uniform of the constable he used 
to delight in carrying him on his shoulder to the cricket- 
field on Simdav evenings and introducing him as "the 
JIajor-' to the" strapping young peasants, who used to 
make much of him and teach him to step with a military 
air as a sort of justification for his title. There may 
have been something in the sugrrcstion that Father ifatt, 
the latik curate, with the silvered hair and the smile of 
a liny, who had a boyish genius for high-soundiug nicl;:- 
names, christened him the Drum-Major, jtist as he had 
christL^ned him liis other name not very long before. 
But Father Matt will not voucli for this, and the sug- 
gestion, anvhow, is of que^tionable propriety. 

His proper name was Johnny Fitten. As he was not 
old enougli to be confirnu-d he had not yet added the 
middle cognomen to his ^^tyle and title. The gold-dust 
of just ten summei-s gleamed bright upon his mop of 
clustering curls despite the road-dtist w-hich had a habit

of getting anions them for all his mother's washings. 
His brow was as white and his lips were as ruby-red as 
Cupid's— that is, whenever the brow was not smttdged 
with mud or the lips not stained with the juice of the 
succulent blackberry. His eyes were blue, with thick, 
turned-up lashes. But who shall fathom the mysteries 
of those eyes ? Look at them now— say wdien, a truant 
in the lovely summer weather, he waded, hke some 
impish offspring of "the great god Pan," knee-deep 
among the shallows of the Moyera, fishing for hret- 
fcccns with a bent pin on the end of a thread — and they 
twinkled at you with a droll hght of mischief that 
forced you to laugh in spite of yourself. See him again, 
rattling his tin-can drum, at the head of his "Emer- 
o-ency Band" at a land meeting, or through the streets 
of Ballynenagh, barefoot, but erect, with springy step 
and patched cap perched jauntily on his curls ; and 
those flashing blue eyes made you say, ' ' tliis gamin has in 
him the stufiHhat makes the soldier." Gro to the midday 
mass on Sunday and watch him in snowy surphcc, serv- 
ing with the demure, devotional, tremulous air, and he 
looked like a httle angel, or one of Correggio's cherubs 
flown out of the canvas. 

He was forever in trouble. The Christian Brother 
who taught the infant-school wrung his hands in despair 
whenever his name was mentioned. Father Matt was 
fond of cahing him an incorrigible rascal, and lioping he 
would not be ''the highest man in the crowd yet with 
his tonirue nut" — a picturesque euphuism of which 
Father ]\Iatt, who was a lover of forcible expressions, in- 
tended to convey that lie hoped the Drum-Major would 
not end bv being publicly hanged. His mother was 
never,done declaring that he w\as the plague and anxiety 
of her life ; but, strange to say, if you attempted to 
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chime iu, even in the mikleKf] wny, with this clioru? of 
condemnation, teacher, priest ami mother chan^iod their 
tone at once ; they Trere down wyxm you as if you liad 
given them mortal nlVenpe. and Inrtlnyiili hfii'an Lo oliam- 
pton the youup,- jjentleman a^ lustily as llii'v had been 
inveighing again^^t him a mommit liL'torc, II was plain 
that only privileged persons were ]iermi1ted to abuse the 
Drum-AEajor, and that, while he was the appli' of lii^; 
mother's eye, with Father Matt and Brother Jerome he 
was the nhiefest of favoritef^. Indeed, it was plain the 
Drum-Major was imiversally popular. People of all 
sorts admired him from all sorts of points of view. 
Some ladies stopped to look at him for bis cliildish 
beauty; others were captivated by hi? little dashing air 
and sprightly merriment ; but it was ijuite true that in 
the breasts of most of the fair sex of iialiynenagh he 
held as high a place as an}' sw^eetheart. The man who 
drove Dnrkan's In-ead-vaii to Atlymass would ask no 
greattr delight 1ban to fetch him off ln'side him on the 
'Wlic-icey" for the day, dropping him in the evening at 
his mother's cabin door. The trutlx was the Drum- 
Major Avas a born Bohemian, of that true Bohemian 
stock which is only found in France or Ireland. Snch a 
youth, at his age, I fancy, must have been our dear, de- 
lightful Tommy Moore, or that loved child of the Pays 
Latin, Henri ilnrger. 

But about that Emergency Baiid :" 

It was the era of the Land League, Among other 
symptoms of that great new-birtli in Ireland was the 
nniversal anxiety of the awakened national spirit to 
express itself in music. Bands sprang up hke magic 
everywhere. 2Jo parish had a right to hold up its head 
among ils fellows that could not supply its band and 
hravely-blazoned banner to all neighboring land demon- 
strations. Ballynenagh had its brass band ; Inside 
Bogs had its own, which used to meet for practice 
of evenings in. the school-room, Father Matt presiding 
and Professor Flahertini,'after giving his lessons to the 
bands of Ballynenagh and Attymas.'^, imparting the in- 
struction, 

A time came when the bands had another duty be- 
side attending monster meetings- — the duty of attending 
seizures and evictions. Tluit was after Mr. Forster's 
coup-cVetat of October, 1S81. The best men of the rural 
population were in jail as "suspects." The Orange 
Emergency Committee — a body of hired brayoes, organ- 
ized by the Orange landlords to meet the situation when 
the people would no longer act as bum-baihffs, and 
would boycott any caitiff who took land from which a 
tenant had been unjustly evicted — were putting forth 
desperate efforts to make the most of the oppurtunitj^ 
The events of this period were the "surprise-parties" 
for stock-raiding and evicting. A farmer, against whom 
his landlord had obtained a decree for a rack-rent, might 
awake before dawn some morning to find a detachment 
of the British army and the Royal Irish constabulary 
with fixed bayonets driving oil* all his stock into the 
neighboring market town. His neighbor on the nest 
farm might be aroused at a Hke unearthly hour by the 
sheriff with his Emergency fiailifls and his escort nearly 
a regiment strong, to submit to eviction from his home- 
stead there and then. The object of these strategic at- 
tacks was to avoid two things : The people generally 
had their scouts posted in the daytime, and siirhted the 
enemy before he arrived on the scene of action. If n. 
seizure were intended the stock was driven to lands 
upon which the seizing landlord had no lien. If it were 
to be an eviction, the people made a demonstration; 
tbey rang the chapel bell, sounded horns on the hills, 
got the whole town-land or parish together, and, if pos- 


silile, brought out a band. This had the effect of in- 
spiriting the tenants about to be evicted and impressing 
the evictors with the advisability of agreeing to the 
people's terms. Or the captured stock was escorted to 
town, nmsic playing in derision : and the Emergency 
men found it hard to find a market for their seizures. 
EuL the bands were a diHiculty. It was not easy to 
make a muster of music on these sudden ocea>ions, 
Instrnments would be in band-rooms, }irobably at a 
distance ; instrumentalists would be at home or at 
W'Ork ; moreover, tiie police would find pleastu'e in seiz- 
ing on and battering brass instruments whenever it was 
feasible. 

One (lay Inside Bogs was startled by tlie usual alarm. 
The '" sojers " had arrived to carry out evictions. 
The chapel bell was rung, tlie parish was called to- 
gether, but no band was possible. The instruments 
had been sent to town the day before to be cleaned and 
repaired. Father Matt was in despah\ The most 
pious and respected family in the parish were being 
turned out of house and home, 

Stiddenly, in the midst of their perplexity, Father 
Matt and the assembled might of Inside Bogs were 
astoniblied to hear what seemed to be the tootle of fifes 
and the rattle of drums, A sohd little phalanx of bare- 
footed urchins, playing the lively air of " G-arryowen " 
on tin whistles and inverted titi-cans, appeared round- 
ing the corner of the school-house ami marching at a 
brisk step up the breheen, wdiere the crowd stood. 
Jolmny Fitten, the Drum-Major, was at their head. 

"Hurrah!" cried Father Matt; "this beats your 
brass hoonOJielnitns The priest, it will be perceived, 
understood onometsixicia. 

A ringing cheer rent the air. A way was made for 
Johnny and his httle band. They bore down straight 
upon the British army and the holdings about to be 
taken possession of, and the parish of Inside Bogs fol- 
lowed them, cheering and delighted. 

Thus began the Emergency Band. " Tin whistles 
could be bought for a penny a-piece. The Drum-Major 
had sixpence, which Father Matt had given him the 
morning he went to the "station" with hmi, when 
Andy, the chapel-clerk, was sick. He invested in lialf 
a dozen instruments. It was a bagatelle for half a 
doi^en Irish 3-oungsters with ears for music to master 
" Garryowen," which is a simple though effective tune. 
The remainder of the ttrchins, who could produce in- 
verted gallons and titicans, were called on to do so, and 
they did. A few rehearsals, under the Drum-Major's 
baton, made them proficients. 

When that day was over, and a satisfactory settle- 
ment come to vnth the landlord at the tenants' terms, 
Father Malt cried : 

" To-day this noble band of Drum-Major Johnny Fit- 
ten has become a force in natlotial politics ; we must 
give it a name, I have one ready-made. Let us call it 
the 'Emergency Band?' It came to our aid in an 
emergency ; it helped tis to defeat the Orange Emer- 
gency crew, and it is always ready for an euiei'gency, for 
its members are patriots who are not yet liable to be 
summoned from their mtisical studies to undertake the 
duly of earinng their bread ; and, above all, its mem- 
bers can carry their iustrtmients in tlieir pockets, which 
will insure their being always at hand. This I hail as 
the band of the present crisis ; atul Drum-Major Johnny 
Fitten, I think, deserves an enthusiastic vote of thanks 
from Ireland this historic day." 

A vote of thanks was passed by the Inside Bogs 
Branch of the Irish National Land League with accla- 
mation . 
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Xext week Father Matt was in Dublin consulting the 
central executive on a point of League disciplhie. In 
Shade's, in D'Olier street, he spotted a couple of dozen 
tlutes and piccolos for sale at a great bargain. ''Tim 
very thing for the Emergency Band,'' cried Father ^latt, 
and he bought the [lutes and piccolos. The number of 
urchins in the band was increased. I'rofesr^or Flaher- 
tint was told oir to give them r^ome les^jons. In a little 
time the music which Drum-Major Fitteu's plialans 
was able to make wherever it went was not to be des- 
pised, even though the priest's slender purse did not 
permit him to invest in drums, and the inverted tin 
cans stiil had to do duty instead.

It was about eight months before the establishment 
of Drum-iI:ijor Fitten's Emergency Band. 

The widow Fitten and her eldest son stood together 
in tiie little wooden shant3' that had j^erved them for 
the past tln'ee months for a home. It was a "Land 
League hut,'' one of those sent down by the popular 
organization wlienever a tenant was evicted, and had 
nowhere to lay his head. The structure was as com- 
fortable as a house built so as to be capable of being 
transported at a moment's notice well could be, but no 
more. The widow Fitten's hut was neat, if not sugges- 
tive of lusury^ — -just like the widow herself, in her snow- 
white cap and clean-cut threadbare gown. 

This eldest son was a tall, well-built young fellow, of 
about nineteen, with fair hair and blue eyes, like little 
Johnny's, only the seriousness of harder years had 
driven out the roguish twinkle, or else it had never 
been there. Pair, curling hair, blue eyes, and strong, 
lithe limlis — a boy for a mother to lue proud of, as his 
mothei- certainly was, she looking up at him from the 
httle deal chair beside the hearth, he leaning against 
the rickety dresser.

" I must go, mother ; my mind is made up."

Jine the 
peelers ! Oh. to think your father's son should be 
driven to that \" 

" Mother, don'i talk that way, for God's sake I Sure 
it must be done. What else is there for it ?" 

" Oh, marrone, raarrone. my darlin' boy, to wear a 
peeler's jacket ! Othin, Othiu, what is it but the divil's 
liverv? — God forgive me ! Sure who was it that turned 
us nut of house and lionie. and stud around while the 
Emerirencv blarkgu;irds pelted out our bits o' furniture, 
and whin that (u^inked-eyed scoundrel lifted out the 
blessed Vir^i-iuV little althar and threw it in the diteh — 
who looked on thin and druv the peuple back? The 

b iiad luck to (hem, the si.-hnw]awu> ! that 

vriu u<(-d In .-ni'iki' your pipe wud alnng the ruaiU. 
And when "pimr Xanny Murpbv hit the brimstone 
villLiii; in liie eyf iifther he bi'eakin' the holy statue, it 
Wits ^Lisihi.r llrad Cnnsfable Bnmmidge, no less, tiiar 
his son servi-s mass with Johnny up fit the chapel, tluit 
wanted to jiui the daeent woman under ari^est. only 
Fatlier Xeil stuck lilm to the ground wud a lonk — '' 

■■ But, mother — '' 

■■Sini' they're lumatural," went on ihe widow, ihf 
torri'nt iif her iuLlignation too impetuous to bi' .■-iciinnrd, 
■'Tlyy're not right. The red-eoats wouldn't do slrh 
dirty wo]-!<; — and the red-eoats is Englishmen and Prnil- 
estans — and lhe>e mane craythurs the sons of Ti-i^ii 
mothers, and reared up in the thrae religion. They "re 
noihiu" but spies and ehates aiul informers, and it '.-^ a 


mortal sacrilege to let 'em cross the tiurc of tlie holy 
house of God, What are tlic}' do in' all o\'er the country 
but thramplin' on the people and robbin" their cattle 
an<l spy in' aftiier Mr. I^arnell and the mimbers when- 
ever they go to make a spache at a meetin' ? Oh, 
Martin, sure you 're not goin' oti' to be a peeler — maybe 
to be sint down here to turn out the honest neighbors 
And this last thought appeared to tie the climax for 
Mrs. Fitten, for she broke down at it, and biu'icd her 
face in her apron, and sobbed aloitd, rocking to and fro 
on her chair. 

?iIother, darlin','' said the young man, going over to 
her, and putting his arnx round her neck, "sure there 's 
no use in taU;in'. Wouldn't it be ten times mauer 
for me to leave you here to work your fingers to the 
bone to support a big, idle boisclial like nie, when I can 
get no work and when we 're turned oul of our bit o' 
ground '? Isn't it mane to be livin' on charity, too, and 
what else is it but charity we 're getting from the Land 
League, and taking the bread out of poor little Johnny's 
mouth ? Little Johnny wants to be eddicated, mother," 
he contiuned, knowing he was touching a vulnerable 
spot here, '"I spoke of -the whole thing to Father 
Matt, He talked like 3-ou at first, btit when I told him 
I wati only robbin' little Johnny and standin' in his way 
here, when I can get no honest employment, he agreed it 
was better for me to go. Jolmnny, he said, was a clever 
child, and he has such a fancy for him, he '11 get him 
iuto college when he grows up, Xou know, mother, 
I 'd go to America and I 'd work there till I "d bring 
you and Johnny over, only we haven't the price of a 
passage ; so, you see, it 's the best thing to do. Besides, 
there is no fear of my being sent down here until afther 
the trouble is over. I '11 have to go to the depot in 
Dublin and spend a long time there at drill ; and who 
knows ? maybe in that time I 'd be able to save up 
enough to pay my passage !'' 

'■But, Martin, asthore, what '11 the neighbors say ? 
We '11 never be al>le to liould up our heads. They '11 
boycott us as sure as anything." And Mrs. Fitten 
rocked again a.ud shook her head. 

" The neighbors are too good and dacent to do any- 
thing of the kind," said the son, soothingly, "'They 
are too fond of you and little Johnny, and respect you 
loo much. They know that anything is more spirited 
than being an able-bodied idler. Besides, the neighbors 
needn't know anytlnng about it for ever so long: you 
needn't tell them where I 'm gone." 

"Nothing is so disgraceful, ilartin, as being a peeler ; 
5'on can 't get over that, ^'o good msm ever went into 
them but they jiolsoned his mind, and made him as bad 
as the rest.'' 

" Yoit 're too strong and bitter aginst the eon.stabu- 
lary, motiier. Do you think if it was bad forme to join 
ihat Father Matt would recommend it ?" 

This last re.tlfction seemed to modify the widow Fit- 
ten somewhat, 

Suddenly her son jumped np. 

"Hello." he cried, "here comes little Johnny him- 
self! Hey. Drum-Major ! come here till we tell you 
sonielhiuii." 

The little fellow had just ridden into the yaril on the 
back of a neighbor's doid^ey. which he had ibund graz- 
ing along the road. The Drum-Major had a habit of 
jiressiug such cavalry into his service whenever it was 
toiisible. His brother L'aught him up in his arms and 
phmled him on his knee. 

"You are not to fell any one this : it "s 10 be a dead 
savcret." ^aid his mother, who knew, \vhen she said 
that, -hr c'Mijil trust as faiihfnlly iu the Drum-Major's 
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silence as in Father ilatt's. "Martin is goin' Lo jine the 
peelers, Johnny. What do you say to that V 

"That'll be fine," said Johnn3", simply. '"Xoiril 
have a riiie an' a soord an' a revolver, an" you '11 kmny 
5'our drill, ail' by-an'-by when the risiu' comes you '11 
turn round an- fight for Ireland, and be able to tache the 
boys, like Mike Harrigan that \s 'listed in the Bangers. 
Didn't I hear the whole plan up at Hanratty's forge I 
But trust me, I'm as dumb as Darcv's ass that lost 
his tongue in the thrashin- niaebiue." And the Drum- 
Major winked one eye knowingly. 

Martin and his mother excininged a cnrious glance, 
and thus it eame about that the Drum-Major's big 
brother Martin joined the ranks of the Koyal Irish 
Constabulary. 


" Paexelt, is free !" 

" The suspects are free !" 

" The Land League has triumphed !" 

" For.ster is defeated !" 

Such a slogan to go crashing and ringing over a land 1 
"VThat a siorm of joy and glory it was, sweeping from 
sea to sea ! 

A country which had been held for six months under 
a painful and imnatural restraint, the voice of its in- 
dignation stifled, while the causes of its indignation 
grew and grew, was, at a single stroke, freed firom the 
galling thraldom and bid rejoice in triumph. 

Of all tiie popular demonstrations I ever witnessed, 
that one iu Ireland, on that spring day and nisht in 
l!^Sl, when the release of the member of Parhament 
from Kilmainham became known, was the most sponta- 
neous aud wonderful. The people literally went mad 
with joy. Spades were thrown down in the fields, ham- 
mers in the workshops, pens in the offices and stores. 
Men came out of their houses into the streets, beamed 
in each other'.s laces and embraced. Bands turned out 
and pai-aded the streets, banners daunted from the 
houses, green boughs were torn off trees in the country 
places to decorate the roadside cottages. Ireland had 
given itself up to jubilation. It was amazintf that a 
deluge of rain was not called down from the elouds liv 
the eheeriug of men aud the blare of brazen instrun:ents 
which went up from every corner of the island within 
the four seas. The nighc was more wonderful than the 
day witli its strange and spnntaneoLis illuminations. It 
is a phenomenon, an Irish popular ilimninalir)n. Every 
window in every house and cott-age in every town and 
country-side blazed with its rows on rows of candles. 
Even non-sympathizers illuminated on this occasion — 
some because they were caugiit with the popular conta- 
gion, some because they felt it to be wise policv. Bou- 
tires flamed on every hill-top aud at every cross-roads. 
The streets of the towns were so lightsome yon could 
read a newspaper iu the middle of the roadwavs. You 
could travel on horseback in anvpart of the coantrv bv 
the light of the illuniuiations at midnight as easily as at 
midday, 

Ballynenagh was no exception : neither was Inside 
Bogs. The town aud the little suburb fraterniilcd and 
made common cause in the rejoicings. The band of 
Ballynenagh marched thronirh Inside Bogs ; thiit of In- 
side Tt'^Ji-- ihri^ugii B:ilipieu!igli. Drum-Major Eitten 
was in his element. He aud his Emergency Band were 
tn be seen ever3"where. T!v>.-e little urchins, wlio could 
screw themselves between men's legs, coidd gi t along 
wh('re full-grown bandsmfu fnind themselvi-s blocked. 
A crowd, however j;inmii [l. w;i> no liindrance lo tbeni. 
Tliey wtu"..' quicker in movement, nimi.der in evolution; 


they were the Turcos of that day. Consequently vou 
were never certain where to find them. Ton met them 
popping up in the most unexpected places. There wa.s 
no mistake about it, it was a glorious day for Drum- 
Major Jobnnj' Eitten ; it was the happiest in all his life 
— iu his joyous life of ten golden summers. Any one 
who understood what innocent happiness was would 
have given much to be in Johnny Eitteu's place that 
day. 

There was one class of people to whom the news of the 
release did not bring rejoicing. These were the tyran- 
nous landlords and the landlords' props and hangers- 
on. Landlords, resident magistrates, police inspectors, 
scheming head constables, sberilfs. bailifts and emergency 
men had all been having a high time during Mr. Eors- 
ter's Beign of Terror. They constitute what is known as 
the English garrison " in Ireland and after Mr. Eors- 
ter's coiip-tVHat they were given full fling. It delighted 
them to put their heads together to plot e"\ictions and 
cattle-raids and to ''suspect-' every man they had a 
grudge against and clap him without ceremony in the 
jail. They were enjoying quite a saturnalia of tyrannical 
power. The aimouncemeut of the release of Parnell and 
the deposition of Eorster from the Chief Secretaryship 
was The announcement of the end of their reign. It 
came just as unexpectedly on them as it did on the 
people. They were thrown into paroxysms as powerful 
as the people's ; bat tlieirs were paroxysms of rage and 
chagrin, the people's of delight. 

There was in Ballynenagh a resident magistrate who 
was an extreme type of thi.-j kind of despot. An effect 
of his sway was that more men M'ere arrested from Bal- 
lynenagh as suspects than from any town in Ireland of 
the -same population. He hated the people with a hate 
as black as hell. lie was one of those whose pas.sions 
are so violi-ni that when they cannot be gratified tiiey 
nnist be drowned or excited by drink. Major Tliur- 
rington-Dodd used to drink, especially when he was 
angered. On the day the news of Parnell's release 
reached Ballynenagh, his servant swore, subsequently, 
he drank a pint of whisky right otf as if it were a pint 
of nulk. and it seemed to have no more eflect on him 
than if it had been milk. 

This nlagi^trate knew what the new policy meant; 
but liefore the formal orders for the change arrived he 
resolved to give thi.s " howding rabble" a taste of his 
quality. 

"When he finished the pint of whisky he sent a tele- 
gram to the neighboring garrison town for a small de- 
tachment of police and military, stating he expected 
riots that evening in Bahynenagli. Then he purcha.sed 
a quarter-cask of that class of bad whisky which is ad- 
vertised in western Irish sheebeens"' sometimes under 
the title of -'Kill-Tinker:"' sometimes under that of 

Dead Drunk for Three Ha'pence. '" The publican who 
sold it to him gave it out that Thurrington-Dodd was 
going to drink himself m death with vexation — news at 
which the people of Ballyneuagl! felt Tunch difiicuity in 
being less delighi^L. ihan ;lI rl;,- rcdi-a-u of the suspects. 
But the resident uuigi^Lrate di-positrd the cask in the 
ball-court at tlir back of his ho;ise. 

The detaclunent of pidii^y jiml nulilarv. about eighty 
in all, arrived by an evening train. The police. Major 
Tburringlon-Dodd was infi>rnied. were, mostly uewmeu ; 
some of them liad been l.ironght down from Dublin luit 
the day befure. 

" So much the better. " soliloquized the I\[ajor ; '"they 
are strange and haven't " made their heads.' '' 

Major Thurriiigton-Dodfl in>i>ted on bringing the 
troojis in his, own honse. He enicrtaitied the oflicers at 
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aslig1itrepa.it, Tlien lio sa'ul u> llie men: ■■YuliM- 
lows nei^l some retreshmeut. Cuine rmmd to the 
ball-court and 1 '11 staud ynu a drink." 

He iu^-i^Led on ;llln(l^t every mall, especially of the 
police. tukiuLi- a full irla^^s of the ■- Kill-Tinkc-r." 

TUur; WL'VC the iroops duly primed for iheir work; 
then, witli the major at thidr liead. tliey sallied forth 
upon the rejoicinL; town. 

Major Thnrrinj^'ton-Dodd's object was to get up a riot. 
That ought not to have been too difficult a matter, con- 
oid e ring the prevalent exciremeiit. 

The illiiminalions were in fall Ijlaze. The bands, fol- 
lowed by torchlight priicession.s, were in rheir gayest 
humor. 

Major Thnrrington-Dodd's method was simple enough. 
He bore down upon the main street at a point of it 
where two other streets inter.-eet. The fir.st crowd he 
saw approaching with a band, he ordered hi.* men to 
disperse tliem at the point of the bayonet. This tliey 
did with gusto, prodding two or tiiree people in the back. 
The cri>wd recovered from their tirst surprise, re-formed 
and betran to advance again, the band striking up anew. 
Again Major Thurriugtnn-D')dd ordered a charge, and 
a^ain the people were driven back, a lew bayonet stabs 
drawing blood. Then the major shonied in a mighty 
voice that he was about to read tlie " Eiot Act. " and 
after that, if a band played or a man advanced, he 
TTould order the troops to fire. 

The Major read the Riot Act. The crowd knew what 
that meant, and remained silent and sullen at one end 
of the street, the troops at the other, a distance of 
about twenty vards away, with the intersecting streets 
between them. 

It was a moment of painful strain. The people were 
exasperated. Tiiey had been excited before that ; blood 
had been draivn ; a couple of wounded men Avere 
fainting in the crowd. This was an interruption to 
their enthusiastic triumphing that boded iU, 

On the other hand the police and military were ex- 
cited after their fasliiou. The poison of Major Thur- 
riuL:ton-Dodd's whisk}- was setting their brains on fire, 
and then they had smelt a little blood. 

Preseniiy a movement was notieed in the crowd. 
Some at the rear, more angered than the rest, had col- 
lected some stones, the last resort of mol>s when at- 
tacked. A flight of some half-dozen of these missiles 
left the crowd and fell among the troops. 

Just tlieu the sound of a fife and drum band was 
heard coming up one of the side streets. It came 
nearer and nearer. 

'■Curse them!'' shouted Major Thurrington-Dodd, 
with a .string of horrible oaths. " They are advancing 
to attack us. Mind." be yelled to the crowd. "I've read 
the Hiot Act. Xow. boys."' to the police and soldiers, 
"be ready. Here they arc. If they pass the comer 
we Tl " 

The !Maior''s speech was interrupted by a paving- 
stone which st!'iu'k him in the mouth, knocking two of 
his teeth down his throai. just as the front rank of the 
fife and drum hand appeared, wheeling at a brisk step 
round the corner. 

His roar was frightful to bear. "With a voice like 
that of a wild beast he shouted to the iroops : 


- ■ Ready— present — fik-E 

Crash \ A line of devilish flame leaped from the 
rifles of the squad of police and military. There was a 
stramie, wild cry from the crowd. 

Tlien I'or a second all was still. The U-oi>ps seemed 
paralyzed when ihey beheld what they had done. The 
crowd seemed frozen wilh liorr(.)r. 

It was a band of children that had been lired u])nn \ 

Three httle bodies lay on the road in the glare nf the 
illumination. Two of them were seen to rise and at- 
tentpt to stagger toward the sidewalk ; one of lliem lay 
still. 

A woman was seen to rush from the crowd to where 
this httle body lay. 

And — strange thiuir I one of the policemen fromMajor 
Thurrington-Dodd's cummaud was seen, helmetless. his 
rifle still smoking in his hand, to rush across the open 
space in the same direction. 

Both stood looking at tlie child's body. 

There it was. the breast torn open by a charge of 
Mr. Forster's merciful buckshot, the golden curls be- 
sprent with blood, the little bauds grasping the drum- 
sticks, and a .'^mlle of joyous innocence fixed in marble 
upon the pallid lips. There it lay, the corpse of Johnny 
Fitten, the Drum-Major ! 

'■]My child !"" shrieked the woman, throwing up her 
hands. 

■• JIv brother 1'" shouted the policeman. ''I 'ye mur- 
dered him !"' Tiien rushing back on Major Tlnu-ring- 
ton-Dodd with his bayonet, he cried: "You monster 
of hell! You've made me kiU my brother 1'' He 
thrust the bayonet through the ^Major's shoulder, but 
was overpowered in a second by the troops and dis- 
armed. 

All this took place in a shorter time than it takes to 
relate. 

Then followed a scene impossible to describe. The 
people rushed on the squad of military before they had 
time to reload. The niihtary fled, dragging with them 
the wounded Major Thurrinston-Bodd and the captive 
Martin Fitteu. Stoned, beaten, bloody, battered, amid 
a shouting, screaming and clamor as of Tophet, they 
somehow at last reached their barracks. 


Of course, there was an investigation. The coroner's 
iury returned a verdict of willful murder against Major 
Thurrington-Dodd. But English law is a marvelou.sly 
convenient institution in Ireland. It can aftbrd to ig- 
nore the verdicts of coroners' juries, as indeed of any 
juries, whenever these verdicts do not suit the ends of 
the law-makers. Major Thurrington-Dodd was never 
even arrested. ?.Iartiu Fitten. whose cliild-brother was 
slain, was. however. So were several memliers of the 
crowd, which Major Thurrington-Dodil tried to goad 
hito riot. JIartin Fitten wns charged with insubordina- 
tion and attemjithii!: to murder his superi<n- otiicer ; he 
was sentenced to ion years' penal servitude, a sentence 
which Earl Spencer, considering the circumstances of 
the case, mercifully connnuted to seven years. The 
memhers of the crowd were charged with rioting, and 
were sentenced to imprisonment with penal labm' for 
terms varying from twelve mimtbs to five years.

THE UXKIXDEST CUT OF ALL. 


Ax old nursery tale relates that, when two childreu 
became hopelessly eiitaiiijled hi a eoutrovcrsy as tu the 
crying capacity of their dolls, they decided, mourniUUy, 
to " cut tlie poor tliiugr? open and measure their or- 
gans. " And now it appears that the long controversy 
eoncerninir the relative capacitieH of man and woman l.s 
to lie submitied Lo a somewhat similar te^t. 

Dr. AViiliam A. Hammond has recently decided that 
the bcientihc and conclusive course is simply to dissect 
the >ubieet>> of dispute, and after the fashion of the in- 
nocent-wise babes, compare their ■•nrgan.s." It is a 
linal lesl, and the result, as set forth in his late article, 
■■ Woman in Politics," may well startle humanity. 

At the outset it puts an effectual quietus upon f;ir- 
tlier feminine etibrt and aspiration. It is no use for 
woman to struggle longer with any dreams of higher 
life and glory. Her brain is too small and her nerves 
arc queer, and she can only stand lu-lplessly before this 
dissecting table of science and bclmld for herself what 
a poor minimum of powers remain to her now as ' ' pure 
womanlv, ■■ The lunitations of her nature have long 
been hinted to her, and now a surgeon, eminent in his 
line of liusine.--s. has cut nature in two and taken its 
dianiL'ter, and verily tlie dunensions are all short in her 
case. 

It is true, that she has heard before of the brain of 
Cuvier. and. also, that some less noted brains in crmi- 
inals, dullaL'ds, and various lower aiumals, have ex- 
ceeded its line "speeitic gravity," while many grand 
and gifted ones have fallen far " short " of it. 

But Hr. Hammond know^s tliat in general. " the size 
and weight of an individaars brain are in direct rela- 
tion to his mental capacity."' and from tliat there is no 
appeal. 

Besides, the quality is all wrong with her, too. It is 
settled what color pure intellect assumes, and hers 
lacks the gray. It is weak and whitish. Also, the 
convolutions are insignificant, and the sulci " shallow. 
The whole thing indicates emotion rather than intellect ; 
and thougli eniotian may make a good wife — will no 
doubt be required by one — yet it cannot equip a naval 
commander. 

Furthermore, the female hrain is ''imitative, not 
creative." though here, indeed, the logician deserts 
somewhat his special a priori position. !iS ot knowing, 
probably, what exact colors and convolutions creative 
fiiculty takes on in human brains, the only recourse is to 
return aftei" the a pc^icriori form to the old charge that 
winnan ''has never invented anj^thing " worth speak- 
ing of. hence cannot. It does not matter that able 
writer-^ have been setting forth for the last half ccnturj' 
the ])i-f^sure of causes and conditions that lead np lo 
iin i'iitivf genius in man and the hick of it in woman, or 
that many clear thinkers have demolislied this whole 
lasthne of argument. That the deficiency has exisu-d 
at all is in itself sufficient to siiow how^'Mike the dull 
quadrumana *" woman has been made. 

Then .she has " intuitions," jumps at conclusions, etc. 
And tlumgh it seems a little singular for an advocate of 
originality to dwell upon this now. yet everything is so 
old that it may be ditiicult for even a United States sur- 
geon to originate anything. unle.«s. perhaps, in the hue 
of the Garfield dispatches ; and, besides, the case is en- 
tirely to his point so long as he ilnes not n{ite thai, 


woman has in any way outgrown her intuitions or been 
educated beyond them. It is indisputable that she has 
had them. And now, though all this is dark enouti'h for 
her, vet the worst is still lo come. It appears that 
there is a •■peculiar neurotic condition ingral'U d on the 
organization of woman" whii-h mitils her for — v;ell, it 
seems fair to say, evcrytihng. 

The learned doctor docs net tell us ju^-l where in hi^ 
anatomical research he comes upon tliis network of ex- 
citable nerves, or what form and hue th;.'y present to 
the eye of science, but he confidenlly as.-u]-es iis that 
they arc common to all "females of the huuian >pe(:ies," 
black, white, genteel or savage, in(li>ei'iniinalely. 

This is certainly a serious maitci-. liable lo strilce 
deeper than any trivial question of jioliiics or pnl)lic 
otfice. Tlie enthusiastic lover who would eonsmmnate 
bis bliss ill matrimony, may well con^idia- liereafier if he 
is equal to preserving the " eqnilibriiun of particles" in 
that human "package of dynamite'" which Hr. Ham- 
mond lias found his lady-love to bi;. Also, the prospec- 
tive bride may wisely ponder whether the "dynamite 
potentialities'" of her being, which unfit her for a court 
of justice, can I'ear the long pressure of a domestic 
court, perchance of injii.stice. 

If ''he who conquers himself is greater than he who 
taketh a city," certainly it would seem that the woman 
who could keep in hand all that snlphuric force which 
science beholds in her must be greater than any ruler 
or " commander " under the smi. 

Of course, however, the gallant position of our doctor 
is that she cannot "keep it in haml." and that the 
family can better bear the explosion when it conies 
than the state. 

It is an inadequate conclusion. Neither state nor 
family has any place or nse for a being of sucii nitro- 
glycerine potentialities, and the wisest thing for her 
brother man to do is to omit the family, and provide 
himself with some fortified garrison, where be may be 
euth'ely safe from tliat explosive "power" whose 
"precise limits it is impossible to jiredict," 

There is no question that Dr, Hammond's arguiiieiil, 
if correct in its premises, proves woman unlit for olhce, 
but if it leaves her tit for any thing else under a civilized 
sky it is more than tlu' ordinary miud can discover. 

it is utmost imbecility to talk ol' that being making a 
good wife, good mother, or safe memlier of society, lo 
whom, as his corollary sets forth. '■jnsti(;e is an im- 
possibility,'" "■ the question of right and wrong a second- 
ary consideration," She "will sacrifice all ideas of 
duty to the demands of affection," and "punish with 
merciless severity the innocent creature who has simply 
rendered himself nn]-)leasant to her." 

It is the privilege of all men to object to the so-called 
"franchise"" for wojneii ; and in this many good women 
will auree with them. But is there interest enough in 
tlie whole mailer Lo warrant the impeaching of i-very 
(juahlv of fairness, calmness, goodness, justice and truth 
in all womankind, for the sake of its overthrow ? 

To unprejudiced obser^'ers il lias long appeared that 
the matter was one which might safely be trusted lo 
adjust itself. If contrary to the nature of things, as so 
persistently assumed, it would seem that nature eouhl 
maintain her own without so reckless a waste of human 
artillery. And if some fn-ei'd irregulnrily of icidin- 
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slumld press woman intn pnlitical life and office, still 
her constituents would liavt.' tlu' old [irivilege of remov- 
ing the unjust ruler or Lneiiiii[iei.eiii Ieir!^.iator from their 
halls of state. If even tlie ^oft intluuiice of '"a tear" 
or a look " should for a tliue have wtiight in judicial 
decisions, it would not permanently iipset the forces of 
the universe, or defeat the eiuL-^ of ju-stice more seriously, 
periiaps, than certain more sordid inliuences and con- 
sideratioufi thai liave heretofore told iiijou them. It is 
strange tliat in that "one territory'' which l)r. Ham- 
mond allows lias brouglit tiic questiou of woman's 
judicial powers to a test, no alarming evil appear?; to 
have been done, ami all reporus on the sul>ject are 
singularly harmimious and commendatory. 

It must be that nature is asleep there, and needs a 
surgeon's knife to arouse her to a senr;t; of her coudilion. 
At all events, the question of female sntfrage hardlv 
seems to warrant the immtMise impiirtance tliat is often 
ariaehed to it; and it is eeriaiuly nT less consequence 
that woman shmild he ]irri\-i'ii compi'ieiit for office, than 
liiat she sliotild he adjudged worse 1 liaii incompetent for 
anything. And this is the point of issue with the late 
surgical method. It is not that the operator cuts down 
the female judge, for which one miglit care little ; but 
that he slaughters, in doing it, all rational womanhood, 
for which one must care more. 

And, farther still, that which makes this attack worth 
noticing, where otherwise it might iiot he. is. that he is 
not alone in this ungloved treatment of the case. It is 
singular enough, but few writers or speakers on this 
sulijrct seem capable of treating it in anything like a 
digniliedand dispassionate manner. 

Yet, for one who ha.s no political points tn establish, 
and has not studied the relation of "' gray cortical mat- 
ter " and "neurotic conditions" to feminine po.ssiuili- 
ties and po.sitious, it is difficult to understand why 
woman cannot he accredited with a few stable virtiies 
and graces. Independent of any purpose or end to I)e 
S('r\'ed b\" It, it has really appeared that she pnsstissed 
some (pialities of >trength. integritv and fairness ri'it 
entirely at the mercy of circunistance and emotion,'' 


It has eveu seemed that "duty'" was rather a con- 
trolling force with her, and a clear, tirm sense of it the 
inconvenient thing that often made her very uupliahle 
material in the hands of the world— nay. even in the 
hands of the "man she loves,'" 

It is certain that many a lime, when waves of tierce 
" emotion '- have threatened to overwhelm truth's laud- 
markp, it is a woman's white hand and clear eye that 
have directed man to the rock of safety and right, 
shining al)o\'e the tempestuous billows. 

It is certain too, alas ! that, despite his "gray 
brain" and "■judicial mind," the woman who ti'usts 
any mortal man to guide her Iruihward against tlie 
wild currents of his own surging " i inutions will sink 
in the remorseless tide. Yet these things are tritles, 
no doubt, not ht to weigh in questions ot' sireugLli. 
against the evidence of convoluted brains ami ner\e 
ti^:^ue. 

It is hardlv for one of the coudemtied and unscien- 
tific to detcn^nnne wliat degree of wisdom or truth is 
comprehended in Dr. Hammond's tiattering diagnosis 
of woman's difficult case ; and it is not within the pro- 
vince of this article to touch upon other than the gen- 
eral hearing or signilicauce of it. 

But, perhaps, some one, whose brain is of the right 
color and proportions, will graciously tell her if it is 
really so bad with her as represented, anil if the Crea- 
tor, who " made man upright," has made woman " ir- 
regular,'" illogical," inharmonious ;" a creature 
incapable, from her very organization, of any "exact 
seii^e " of ''justice, right or reason." And if so, what 
re.-pectable end can remain for her to serve in the xiroud 
scheme of creation ? 

Then, possibly, later, some rellective mind may sug- 
gest to the opjionent of i'miale suffrage some manner of 
deaUng with his sul.ijeet that sn.vors less of the cu.stoms 
of the Ecejee Islander, who knocks do"wn the woman 
of his preference and belabors her past all grace and 
comeliness that he may afterward pick up the dis- 
figured wreck t" play the part of the ■' respected wife 
and mother " in his home,

To any one unaccustomed to the wavs of India, it 
would have seemed strange enough to see, upon the 
wrists and ankles of nearly all the girls, and manv of 
their mothers likewise, heavy bangles of solid silver, 
which any western l:idy might have been proud to 
wear. But the Hindu peasants, to whom savings-banks 
are nttcrly unknown, have no wav of keeping their 
money safe except by carrying it about with them in 
this fashion — a somewhat- hazardous plan, it mu.^t be 
owned, in a country swarming with the most expert 
and daring thieves in the world. 

Suddenly, one of the girls, wlio had ventured a little 
farther out into the stream than the rest, disappeared 
under water with a piercing shriek, as if dragged dim n 
by some overpowering force. A few bubliles that rose 
suhenly to the surfac^e were the only token of her late, 
while her terrified com])anions turned and rushed back 
to the shore as fast as po«il)]e, screaming :

as long as they seemed inclined to seek his protection, a 
wish which I'als.i shared, fnr wi- IkhI e;u-h a ■ sweet Tn,>tli. " 
aud had often lalkc-d abnut the deli.Liht it uiust be to 
watch the woi'kiu.Li's of bees. But lit ihe time <•? writing 
that letter neitliei' father uor I suspected that those same 
little insects wi.mld fall into niy hands. inetaiiJua-ically 
speaking, or that they would prove to l)eeoini' such a 
source of interest and industiw to sume members of oitr 
Busy-Budy Cbib. 31y tirst ijuestimi un gettiiig home was 
about the liees. aud lather s;iid They seemed to have dis- 
apjieared as suddenly as they came. "When he went 
aa-aiu to look after them on liuishing the letter, they had, 
apparently stolen away as sikuitly as the traditional Ai-abs, 
and we i^are the sniijeet no mnte liiouglit. "\A'e noticed 
iifterwai'd that ;i few Itees ^\ere tiyiiii;- aboTTt the window, 
inside and nut. as they were al.le to mjike their way about 
the shrunken sash : that was all. But the next spring 
(joiivinced us th;it these niaraudeis had mdeed taken up 
their quarters under the tioi.n-ing, aud meant to defend 
them with natui-e's own weapons. From the woud-shed 
we coidd hear their soft, ceaseless hum, and when jarred 
by pounding on the hour, they rushed out in a wild tor- 
rent, which onvineed us they were fast hiereasing iu 
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immVjers, and might become a nuisance imlewa persnEided 
to st'uk some otlitji- quarters. So father aiul I 'put our 
ht-ads to^'ethor, ' -aa Auut Ktiziali says, ;uul, duterininod to, 
invade their premises, sought tho einuisLd ol' the neareHt 
apiarian. Accordingly, on Uic 10th of June, neighbor 
Murray and his daughter raine over by appouitnient to 
futrap our peppery priiscs. 

•" Now a word in regard to our friends. A (piarti^r of a 
century ago Mv. ilurray emigrated from Scothuul, Having 
been obliged to al.iaudim a iirofession which ruined hiw 
health by conlining him to the house, he became a farmer, 
and a good deal nnjre than a conuuon farmer, too. ilis 
was the nnrsei-y from wliioh my berry bushes eiune, and 
adjoining it was a large apiary, wlierc the eare and mu.st 
of the work devolved upon the daughter 3Iary, a gentle, 
ri'tiring giil. not nnich older than 1. From her industry 
and success. Amy and I had already resolved that she 
should be the thiril niend^er of our Brrsy-Bodies. 

"Well, Mr. ilarray and ilary came provided with all 
implemeuts necessary to reduee the bees to subjection, and 
father and I were to be helpers. They had bee-hives of 
the ■simplicity" pattern, a smoker in which cotton rags were 
burned and the smolte pnHed into their midst when the 
bees grew troublesome, a bee-knife, frames, wires and other 
accompaniments. Father then sawed through the llooring 
directly back of the window, and j\Ir, Slurray lifted the 
boards, all dripping with h(mey, leaving a curious space 
exposed to view. A place foiir feet long by the width be- 
tween twojoists had been lilled with honey-comb and pene- 
trated by winding galleries. It swarmed with a host of 
bees, which flew up in clouds, bewildered as they were by 
the disturliance. Mary waved her smoker briskly and bei- 
father began his work, while mine, wirh his cowardly^ 
daugliier, preferred to gaze on the strange scene from the 
doorway, though often seeking a still more distant retreat. 

■"It was a tough job, but Mr, ^Murray nninaged to take 
out a great mass of cunib eoiitaiiung honey, eggs and 
brood, !Mary kept the smoker by her side. and. putting 
on her bee-veil, quietly went to work to fasten the largest 
pieces of comb into frames which were exi>ressly made for 
hives. The smaller jiieces we threw into pans and pails as 
quickly as possible, for they were ti'ickliug with the richest, 
clearest honey, over which the bees buKzed and crawled. 
They tilled the room, beattlieir heads against the windows, 
or became mired in their own -sweetness; but still Mary 
worked on nnllurried until she had filled enough frames 
with honey and brood-comb to start four hives — eight 
fi'anies to each hive. All this I learned with tVcipient 
peeps and much wonder, ^lamma shut herself in her 
room and kept the children away, so that father and I had 
the sjiort to oursclvcis for several hours. 

■■Ton maybe .sure it was a sight to witness, Mr. Murray 
and :Mary worked rapidly but \'ery gently, saving all the 
stores of the wonderful workers and tiying to find the 
(piecn. It was very- inspiriting to see how little afraid 
they were, and I then formed a taste for tlie work wbicli 
has only grown by farther experience. I learned on that 
day some lessons wdiicli will not seiou l.ie fori^otten, (.)ne 
was that an apiarist musr be i-ool. skill I'ld and very gentle. 
She needs to have all hei- ini]'lcnicnts ready, tu be sure 
what she wants to do, and make no jerky, uncertain 
movement. When I told Aunt Keziah alioni that day's 
work and of Mary's skill, that moralist observed : 

Olilly. do not think those faculties are oidy needed in 
bee-keeping. You want tliem every moment of your life. 
To be masters of any pursuit we must be masters of our- 
selves,' 

" "lint you forget there is a perihms kind of pleasure in 
working with uncertain creatures like hees.' 

■' ■ Yes, if you only- feel yourself their master, and work 
with the confidence tluit comes of understanding," she I'e- 
toiterl. 

■■Well, when the frames were I'ut in Ihe hives, tlie 
gi-eater jjoriiou of tlie bees settled back upon tlii'in. and 


at night the hives were carefully carried out and set on 
stands soutli of the house, overlooking the bcrry-fieldj 
and their old window entrance was carefully closed. All 
the sweets were removed to the cellar ; tbe bees were 
brushed out of doors fj'ont the wmdow. and the floor 
looked as though a hard battle had been fought. Poor 
;Mary was tired, but she bore only a few marks of bee- 
stings on her hand.s, though sbe bad done a hard day's 
work. 

■■^Ir. Murray told us these bees were hybrids, between 
the old black Ijreed and the Italians, whicii are much su- 
perior to the natives in docility and industry, Tirey had 
swarmed the preceding snuuner, after sending out pion- 
eers from the parent hive, somewhere within a distance of 
two or three uiiles ; the.se had selected ours as the most 
eligible location. The old queen had been prolilic, and 
the swarm bad done unusually w-eil, as wo had taken out 
at Ica.st two hundred pounds of comb, Inmcy and brood ; 
but we were Xihilists enough to ho]ie she had been killed 
in tlie nielec, as she could not be found, and we wished to 
supplant her with a pure Italia.u. ^Ir. ilurray went home 
that night, and returned with four pure Italian queens 
from bis apiary, in little wire cages. Each he inserted in 
one of the hives for twenty-four bours before letting 
loose ; during the intei-val the bees, knowing they are 
queenless, become accustomed to the stranger aud are 
generally ready to receive her as their own, 

"Their royal highnesses are beautiful, long, slender 
creatures, twdee the size of the workers. The bodies are 
dark, velvety brown, and ringed with golden hands. They 
are aristocratic and shy. never flying I'rom the hive but 
once, and that on a nuptial tri]), until they g-o luit with a 
swarm, and hiding under their subjects wlien taken out on 
aframe of comb. Have yon .seen the inside of a hive, niy 
dear'? If not, you shall witness a curious thing when yott 
come to visit my apiary. These frames are but little 
smaller than the hive, and almost three-quarters of an 
inch thick; they are lumg cm rabbits witldn the 'sim- 
plicity' hive, near the top. Just clearing tlie boiluni, 
they do not quite touch, so tbe bees can circulate lieiweeu 
and around them. 

"■ When the old frames are filled and a new frame is to 
be introduced into the hive, it has stretched across it, held 
in place by two wires, a euriorrs sheet of was called 
'foundation.' It is simply a very thin sheet, stamped 
with the exact pattern of a cro.ss-section of honey-comb, 
so tbe bees are saved a great deal of work, for it takes as 
long to make one pormd of wax as it does to make t\^'enty- 
five pounds of honey. On this 'foundation'' the marvel- 
ous insects proceed to buUd their structure, tilling it in 
with condensed sweetness as they build. When com- 
pleted, they cap it over after letting it ripen by the heat 
of the hive. It loses its fresh, crude taste in a few weeks, 
and sluiw s only the (|ualiiy of the flowers from wdiich it 
was gleaned. When I luicover a hive and lift out a frame 
it is covei-ed with a wriggling mass of insci^ts, tiinmyh 
which we cannot get a glimpse of the comb. By I'autious 
handling but few- f]y fnmi the frame, and if uninjured, 
they seldom attempt to sting. If oui! is hirrt he makes a 
peculiar nuise, wdiich excites the others, so we try to be 
careful to avoid that. I wear ruViber gloves, sometimes, 
and a bee-veil always. If I w ish to esanune the comb I 
give them a IVw pirffs from llie smoker, which subdues 
them, and gently brush tl)cm aside with a wing, lm1 get 
them back into the hive as soon as possil)le. 'J'bcy work 
in darkness, warmth and solitude, ami are annoyed by 
being exposed to tbe light. All ibis I h-arned by degrees 
ami bi talks with :\rary. 

■■After "Mr. Murray and ^Maryhad left us. father and 1 
Inid a serious conversation, 

" ■MiUy, will you ever be able to manage these bees ? 
1 can give them only & very little of my time. If you 
can't they^ will prove to be white elephants — ^on a .small 
scale. ' 
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" * i^Tever you fear, fatlier,' I returued, my prule pkiued 
by the implied doiilit. ' If il&'y can take charge of bees. 
1 can.' 

" ' Well said, my girl ; go on ! Whenever ymi need any 
heavy ^vork I eaii spare one of the men, and I shall ahvays 
be at hand to give advice ; but the t-hargc and t-are must 
be yours, not mine.' 

" ■ Advice is vciy valuable," broke in Aunt Keziah. "wlio 
was preseut. " wlien it i.:umes from a per.sou having iive 
hours" expcriouci'. Xever yon miud. Milf.^. I '11 help tliti 
girl. It will be hard if two women' .s !ie;ids are not equal 
to one nian"s," 

'■"Very well : if you two will only provide me witli 
plenty of honey and present but low bills, 1 will i;ive due 
credit to those sajiie heads.' lauglied father. 'It's the 
result I'm after. I care little for the process.' 

" 'ThLuk of that '.' cried I. eniliusiastic with the day's 
work. ■ Tlie wonderful instinct bi.cs i.s wr^rth more 
than tlieii* honey. It is .^nmeihing beside their hoarded 
sweetness ihat attrarts me 1' 

■ Very well. I will take the results of your study, my 
child, if you will sweeten them plentifully. I dcm't see 
why ■\vi.imcii caunnt be apiarists. Tliey are gentle, patient 
ami watchful. I hojie you two wil' make it go." 

■■ ■ (Jf ci>nrse we shall,* .said auntie : "the bee jiiarnais 
often contain letters from skilled women apiarisrs, parti- 
cularly from the West. One woman, who had been a great 
invalid, reports takmg out over thii ty-uine thonsaiul pounds 
one fall. She had worked beside her bitsbaud all situnner 
and had two young girls as assistants. I ]-ead it to-day in 
a magazine of ^Ii". 3Iurray"s.' 

" ■ Is that possible, sister ? Why, that is nearly two tons 
of honey I" 

■■ ■ Yes, the name and adib'ess of the person was given, 
as well as those of utlier women having charge of many 
hives.' 

"Yes. ])apa." I ehiined in ; 'and ^lary told me to-day 
of her nw]i work, t^he has had the oaie of mnre than 
forty swai nis ibis year. She luiiled tugetlier boxes, wii'ed 
franies, fa^ienifd iuundatii ins. hived ^warms. extracted 
honey — did everytliiug bnt the heaviest work, which lier 
father or iirother assi>red in." 

" 'Ye>.' eoutinued Aunt Ke^^iah : 'and the girl told 
me about the swarm that alighted on Illm- hand. As they 
came out of the liive she caught the ijneen, which had one 
of its wings clippetl, so it chuW unt liy away. The bees 
follow her, you know, so they began m gather about her 
as a centre, ilaiy liftetl her [laud. Imlding it steadily 
while they clustered ou in a mass as large as her head. 
She was eool enougli to kee]i still mnil all had settled, then 
she went into the house for her mother to see the swarm 
before brnshing them into the hive.' 
'And she is alive to tell the smry?" 

" 'Xot nnly alive, bnt she escajied without a sting." 

'■ ■ They arc must remarkable little ibings. " emphatically 
said my father : • 1 don"t wonder you like them," 

"From long talk,s with the intrepid ^lary >Iurrny. I 
gained directions for the management of my wonderful 
little busy-bi.idies. And let me see if I can tell you jufit 
how they work. She said tins in efVect : 

'•• The queen is the nucleus of a hive of bees which 
contaims, if .strong, iVnm twenty to tlurty tluiusand menj- 
bcrs. Li her prime she lays from fifteen humlred to two 
thousand eggs dnily. each in the centre of its cell. You 
remember how they iuokeil in the brood-comb — little 
white iiin-points"?' 

"'Yes, they seemed neglected; they were all nn- 
corered." 

""They are not: tliey are closely watched. The heat 
of the hive halclies them. In three days' tiuie yon will 
see a hit a worm, or larva, in plocc of the egg. This 
grow.s very rapidly, so that hi seven more days it is large 


enough to hll the cell, when its guardians cap it over and 
leave il; to its ti-ansfomuition iii ilarkucss. Tlien undergoes 
■another wondrous eliauge. On ilie : wenty-lirst day from 
the laying of the egg the inmate lne;iks down the cell 
door and step.s daintily out. a beautiful little creature 
witli >nft coloring and lo'igld" bcc-haby ways. And what 
does ii (hr.' Wiiy. jnsi turns ahuut and feeds the larvie. 
ja.st as it was fed in the same condition, with half-digested 
hirvai food of pollen auil honey. Then the young i'ellow 
goes to Work and helps build the comb as perfectly as 
tlrough it had been at work for a century, for a few days 
befoi'e gathermg nectar outside." 

'■ ' What a geonietrieian it is 1' iinerru])ted Aunt Keziah, 
'aye, and a "yellow-breeched philosopher"' too.' 

■■ "Is this the history of all bees?" I asked. 
'No. only of the workers, whiidi greatly outmimber 
the others. The droiiea are males, and do not have 
tongues long enough to extract honey from flowers: so 
they feed from the gathered stores m the hive. The 
w"orkers keep drones mei'ely to perpetuate their species, 
but they are killed on the approach of winter, or when the 
honey-harvest fail.s. These ilroiie.'^ are much larger than 
the workers, resembhug a large fly, and are reared in 
cells of corresponding size. They have no sting. An 
apiarist can tell by a glance at a eonib for what kind of 
bee it is used.' 

" 'I have often wondered what wax was, and how the 
cells were made," 

"'It is generally believed that honey is simply the 
pure, uudistilled sweetness of flowers, but wax is made' 
by tlie bees, or rather it exudes fj'om the circular rings 
of their bodies. They scrape it ofl' with their feet, then 
take it while soft and warm ami build up the comb, little 
by little, with the strangest ^e^■nlal■ity.' 

•■ • Have they really nieasui'ed the cells to .see ?' 

■■Aunt Keziah here remarked : 'It is affirmed by sci- 
entists who have calculated closely that the wax-cell 
ha.s just the size and shape to hold the uu.tst liouey in' a 
given space, and with the Ica^-t wa^tc of malei'ial and 
labor. Is not tiiat sonn-thing to inalic us reverence the in- 
nate iutelligene^^ of the bee'.' His instin<-t goes directly 
to tliat l.rnili wluLdi man leajns slowly tliroiigli ihe use of 
his reason." 

'■■Certainly, and .scientists also declare that man can- 
not improve ui.)on their work. Dties not that excite ad- 
miration and awe for tlie Everlasting Intel! igen^:;e winch 
acts over ami through ail forms of life'.' Here are these 
tiny workmen, without tuition in- experience, lixiug ii[ion 
the be.st way of stm-tng their food and liobling ilu-ir 
yoiuig.

Heal teacliujir leads to the systematic, all-sided uplmild- 
ing of a comjiact liody of knowledge in the mind. In 
this upbuilding or instruction every taculty of the mind 
is brought mto action — perception, jtidgmcnr, classifi- 
cation, reason, imagination and memory. Examina- 
tions, then, .■■hoiild test the condition and progress of 
the mind in ir^ development. Is the common standard 
of examinatiuns a test of real teaching? The surest 
way to effecttially kill aU desire to study any subject, 
say history, when the pupil leaves school, is the mem- 
orizing of disconnected facts. A tio less sure way of 
creating an intense desire to read history is to take mie 
interesting subject and read from variot^s books all that 
is said about it. and then under the guidance of a skill- 
ful teacher to put lOiretlier tin- information, arranging 
events in logical rinier. and fnially writing out in good 
English the whole >inry. Tho>e who understand chil- 
dren will readily appreciaie the exriii'mmt and strain 
under which they labor when lliEi-ir fate di-p^nds upon 
the correi't answering of len discnnected questions. 
It is Well know-n tn you ihat smne >.>f the best pupils 
generally do the poorest work in the confusion that at- 
tends such highly-wrought nervous states. II nw much 
better, then, it is to take the work of the pupil for the 
whole year, tlian the results of one hour, under such 
adverse conditions I" 

Gkkp^k and Latin arestih on trial before the people's 
court. President Porter of Yale College has abty 
spoken for the defense, and now ilr. George S. iler- 
riam of Springtield relates his own piTsonal experience 
in an address before the Alumni Association of that 


city. It coincides so perfectl}- with wdiat we ktiow to 
be the experience of many others that we are faia to 
quote the substance of a few paragraphs. After esti- 
mating that fully one-third of his working time before 
and dttriug college was spent on Greek, he adds : "'I 
may say that I made a fair use of my opportunities — 
for I ranked, in Grei'k. in the first half dozen of my 
class. Two years ai'tiT graduation I was appointed to 
a tutorship, and for a year and a half taught Demos- 
thenes to the sophomores. Xow, what working knowl- 
edge of Greek did I acquire through all this process ? 
There was never a time wdien I cotild read an average 
half page of prose Greek without tlie use of a lexicon. 
There was never a time when I could read so simple an 
author as Xenoplion, except slowly and toilfuUy. For 
any purpose of familiar use, of unforced literary enjoy- 
ment, Plato and Thucydides, Homer even, and far 
more the great tragic poets, are and always have been 
sealed books to me. I can read and enjoy Plato— in 
Jowett's translatiim. I can read a little of the Greek 
Testament — especially when I have the English text on 
the opposite page. How many of you, I wonder, who 
listen to me — of you, wdio all gave in etiect two of the 
be^t years of your youth to the study of Greek, have 
to-day. or have ever had, the ability to read tlie easiest 
Greek author at sight ? Por my own part I do not for 
an instant consider the time T ^peut on tTreek as wasted. 
I am sure I owe much to its iraiuing in close applica- 
tion, in mental exactitude, in nicety of thought and ex- 
pression. Something I owe to even that remote contact 
I enjoyed with the freshness of Homer, the grandeur 
of Hilschylus. the inspiration of Plato. I acknowledge 
an especial debt to tlie instructor who taught me to 
appreciate the consummate blending of passion and art 
in the orations of Demosthenes, Xot lightly would I 
forego all that I gained from these sources. But I have 
to ask, Was all tins worth the cost ? My years at Yale 
fell jtist at the time when American hi^t.iry was in the 
tremendous climax of the civil war. But when 1 was 
graduated, in 1364, I believe I cotild liave passed a bet- 
ter examination in the history of Athens or of Pome 
than of my own nation. I am conhdent I could have 
given a better account of the Persian and Pelopon- 
nessian wars than nf our own war of the Revolution, I 
could have told vastly more of the -six legendary kings 
of Pome than of the first six governors of Plytiiouth 
or of 3Iassai.-hu^eit- Bay. T knew something about 
the cousiitmion of ancient Athens, but I could not 
have explained the opposing theories of Jeflerson and 
Hamilton, or defined the Wilmot proviso. From college, 
again. I carried away some slight ruilimentai-y knowl- 
edge of French — by no means enougli lo rend a Fn-hch 
newspaper or to converse. Of German, or of anv (itlier 
modern language. I had no knowledge whatever. And 
to-day 1 see the boys of the i-ondng generation ffoing 
through the same process. It is Latin. Greek. Ma- 
thematics— ^Slathematics, Latin, Greek, N^o time for 
history : ^niall time for French and German ; no know- 
ledge given, no aptitude trained, -save through the 
medium of the printed patre, Must it be so forever ? 
May we not say at least thus much: If mental discip- 
line requires that the boy or girl study niatiiematics for 
five or six years, be it so ! If discipline and knowledge 
of the foundations of English require six or seven vears 
of Latin, be it so ! But "at lea>t let the line of oblitra- 
torv study of the dead lansuagi'S be drawn at Latin."

and increases as we becuuie more distinelivelv national 
no one can doubt.

The newspajier- read ins public, 
as distinct frnm the public who read and desire real lit- 
erature, is a component he faibs to take account of. 
There is nothing in his own experience that corresponds 
to it ; he is deceived by the populariiy of the work of 
the American " funny man'- into the belief that it is a 
matter of ^eriiius consequence: he apparently has no 
coneeption that tlie public, for which the " fimny man"' 
drives his pen. has no counterpart in England. There, 
this class of people do not read at all — here, they make 
it possible for every enterprising man wdio starts what 
is known as a "live newspaper" to live. Does Pro- 
fessor isichol imagine that those unique publications 
peculiar to America, "the magazines that owe llieir 
deserved popularity to attractive stories, travels," etc., 
and the beauty of whose illustrations is apt to eelip.se 
the text." depend \ipon " lovers of good literature" for 
their patronage, or that this mental pabulum i.s all that 
is supplied in ihe way of periodical publications ? Ha.s 
he never seen an American Eevicw V Is it fair to eaR 
us the gravest people in the world, and take no account 
of the f:iet that we have some serious literature '? "Why 
overlook that class of writers represented by the Prinre- 
trni.Xorih AynErican and Irdrnirjivraal Reviews, and the 
fact that they are widely read, and l}y a class of peo]ile 
that do not dote merely upim the professional humorist? 

Professor Xichol run> no risk of reproach for not re- 
iving upon his own jndament and seitiiiix forth his own 
opinion^, liut hi? persistent cnmparisous grnw annoying. 
He iind^ Hawthorne resemblim; Browning ; Aldrich in 
his --Stillwater Tragedy" like Charles Eeade in Put 
Ymirscdf in Ilis Place:" Julian Ilawrhorne actually 
rivalinij: "Wiikie ddlins on his own ground. There are 
American lovers of Hawlliorne who will be hardly pre- 
pared to call his " Scarlet Letter" " the mo.st profound, 
the bolde.-t, the most invitini: romance of our touiiue in 
our century." and the most severe critics of ]Mr. Ilowells 
and Mr. James would hardly refer to tlietn as -- in some 
respects more successful rivals of ]Mr. -Julian Ilaw- 
tliorne." nor qualify Mr. Howells as having a "pictur- 
esque touch resembling thai of (George Plemiug, author 
of A !N"ile ^^ovel.'' 

The charm of Bret Harte's early stories is still un- 
broken, but it is left for his English admirer to style 
them "the indirect appeals of this Howard of imim- 
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prisoned convicts, worth more than a volume of glib 
discourse on ' the exceeding siufnlness of sin.' " 

American critics fare poorly at his hands, ol'ten. to 
be sure, with good reason ; but why Delia Eacon is 
signaled our most profound critic of the pa.-l -twenty 
years remains a puzzhng question. The carelessness 
of Professor Xichol in mispelliug and miscalling names 
is as absurd as it is needless, no more careless nor no 
more absurd, however, than the curious spectacle of 
serious criticism of George Fleming, and the writer of 
the anonymous novel, "Democracy," in a work that 
omits all reference to the novels of A, W. Tonriiee, 
thai are as distinctively American as anything ever 
doue. In view" of such shortcomings as these, the most 
partial reader is forced to admit that not (.nily better 
knowledge of us as a people, but more accurate knowl- 
edge of such literature as we have, should form the 
basis for the work of a careful critic. m. c, e. 


!Me. Howells h.is been interviewed again, and declare; 
his " ForrgDiie C one In si on " the best thing he has ever 
written. " I think," he added, "it is a little more artis- 
tic, ami I am told that it enjoys a wider ijopularity iu Eu- 
rope than any other book of mine. I remember it well. 
It was one of my fii'st novels. After I had completed it I 
rewrote the whole story before any part of it was given 
out for publicatiou." 

A coRitESPOSDENT of the New York Tribune- gives a 
pleasant description of Tourgenieff as he appeared in a 
morning call, writing: '"What a great, good-natured, 
lordly being lie appeared when his servant was ont and he 
came himself to answer the visitor's hell I lie ^ as a King 
Snow of uortliern latitudes. His palace should have been 
dedicated to the Saint of the Simplon and Mount i^t. 
Gothard, and he should have had St. Bernard dogs romp- 
ing about liiin. The Tiardot children uickniinied hini 
■ Father Christmas." But albeit massive, there v^ as, wh:fn 
seen Kt a little distance, too much refinement in the i/un- 
tour of the face for the epithet ipiite to suit liini.

The brilliant Qiiecu of Ronmania, who, as "Carmen 
Sylva," has made herself high place in literature, has 
lately retold the story of the Wandering Jew from a mod- 
ern point of view% making Ahasnerus wander in search of 
proofs of the existence of God. He says : "When yon 
c;in show me the God that has created all, the God who 
leads the snn, the God whose voice sounds in the storm, 
then I will pray to him. But before that I will not how. 
One said he was God, and he died. Ton say he was God, 
and yon killed him. I laughed when God languished and 
fell anil bled, ily God cannot he thus." Mnny stages of 
exisreuee. many metamorphoses of being and mhid, has 
Ahasuerns to go through before he is bron.s^bt to the 
knowledge that God is no visible great Idng, hut a spiril- 
and a truth, and a working power, pervadiug all things, 
whose manifestations have been evolved and made evi- 
dent through the ages in the form best suited to the ]ieo- 
ples anil the tem]u-r wherewith it dealt.

He was a young 
Bostonian. with a eold, thoughtful faee, who looked as if 
he had been fed on ice-water during his kif!un.'y, instead of 
the less ehilly fiiud provided by nature for the human 
young. Ilis question was answered by the handsome, 
brusque lady.

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-MowEMESTS ot tue iimDs Have been made the subject 
of curious study by Dr. G. Delaimay. He holds that the 
direction of the lines in writing, whetlier from riglit to 
left, the residt of a centripetal. (U' from left to light, the 
result of a centrifugal, movement of the hand, depends 
upion exterior conditions rather than a ]ihysiological neces- 
sity. His mvestigations have taught him to believ^e that 
the general direction of all movements is determined by 
physiological and anatomical mtinences. Qnadrujieds, be 
says, as a rule, are capable only of vertical or forward 
and backward movements ; a few of them, as the cat and 
monlieys, can make centripetal movements. Man is the 
only one who can execute centrifugal ones. The physio- 
logical evolution from vertical to lateral — ttrst centripetal, 
then centrifugal — movements, is a result of an anatomical 
evolution that has been well described by Broea, in his 
work on the "Order of Primates.'' According to M. 
Delannay movements are rather centripetal tban centri- 
fugal with priudtive or inferior races- — ^rather centrifugal 
than centripetal with superior races : and the change 
from one to the other takes p!a(;e as the race advances. 
Formerly watches were woimd from right to left — now 
they are wound from left to right. Some English watches 
are an exception, but the Americans, who Dr. Delannay 
thinks are more advanced in evolution than the European 
English, wind their watches from left to right. A.s it is 
with watidies. so with most other machinery. Writing 
from right to left was characteristic of the earlier na- 
tions, and is still practiced liy the less advanced races, 
but has given way to writing from left to right as prog- 
ress has been made. As between the sexes, women (we 
beg the pardon of 3Irs. Salford. wlmse article is published 
on another i)age : the present paragraph is mainly quoted) 
are more inclined to centripetal, men to centrifugal, move- 
ments : this is -seen in drawing and in the adjustment of 
clothing. Children are more inclined to centripetal than 
to centrifugal movements: tliey strike with their palms 
rather than with the backs of Iheir hands, draw from right 
to left, and have a propensity to spell and write in the 
same direction. Delaunay finds in this a tendency to 
recur to the habits of more or less i-emote ancestry, to 
atavism — that is, the more intelligent jiersons, bettei' 
scliolars. are more ready in left to right, or centrifugal ; 
the less intelligent, poor scholars, hi right to left, or cen- 
tripetal motions. Idiots are hardly ca]iable of delivering 
a blow witli the hack of the hand, are not facile in lateral 
movements. In a psyeliologica! sense, centripetal gestures 
denote primitive, egoistic, retrograde ideas, as is secu in 
llie attitude of the miser liuhling bis treasure, and of the 
coward in the i)resence of danger. Centrifugal gestures 
expi'ess generous, expansive, altruistic, liravc ideas and 
passions. The gesture of acclamation or aiqilauf e. for ex- 
am])le, i-s as elevated, as outward, as centrifugal, as pos- 
sible. ■■Plcasnre," says 31. Charles Ricliet. ■■corresponds 
with a movement of l.ilooming. of dilafatioii. of extension. 
In grief, on the oihcr hand, we shrink, we withdraw u]ion 
ourselves in a general mo^'enieut of tiexion." Thus, in 
the jisycholonical. as well as in the mechauical jioint of 
view, tliese re>cLiri:hcs brand centrijieial molious as marks 
of inferior intellectual development alike in the human 
and in the brute creation. 


SCIEX TIFIC . 


The ne^- ci-iiisers for the U. S. Xavy hvq comprehen- 
sibly de-SL-ribed by F, T, Bowles, the assistsmt miviil uoii- 
stiuftor, iu the proceediiis^s of the ilsaviil Tiirititiite. They 
are to be made of steel, iu ipiality something like that 
used on railroads. The C'liii-iigo -will have an estrinne 
length of 334 feet, weigh 4500 tons, earry 300 men and 
foni-lung 8-incli breeoh-luading guns in 1 in If turrets, eight 
6-inch and two 5-ineli gmia on dei.-!:, alyo breech-loading, 
and six revolving cannon. It will have engines of 5000 
huise-power, and bunkers fur 940 tons of coal. It is cal- 
culated that 300 tons more can be sai'ely stowed on the 
berth deck, and that the whole will sulhee to steam 3000 
miles at 15 knots an lioiir, ur twice as far at a slower rate. 
The sliip will be bark rigged with ahont two-thirds of the 
fnil sail-power, but the sails are not intended fur much 
use. The coal-biuikers afford the vessel's prutection. 
They are arranged along the sides so as to receive the 
shot from an enemy, and when filled will cover the 
machinery spaces — ^the vitals of the ship — witli nine feet 
of coal. There are also to be 10 main water-tight com- 
partments, with elaborate arrangements for manipulating 
and pnmpuig. And an important peculiar feature of the 
vessel is that of the twin screws. The machinery is 
double thionghdut. fiuilers, engines and all, and ]iut in 
separate compartments. The two screws make the ship 
much more manageable and ea.sier to maneuver, and also 
permit accident without disablement ; if oue engine stops 
entirely the other will run the vessel at about three- 
quarters rate. The merchant service uses single engines 
and screws in very large steamers because tliey are 
eheaiier to build and operate than the doiible ones, but 
this consideration is of but secondary importance in a war 
ship, and tho advantages of the double plan are ulmous. 
The Bnstvii- and the Af1'U,t-i. will be alike, and may be 
described as .smaller copies of the CJuci'ijo. but wiih single 
screws. Each will have a length of 383 feet and 3000 tons 
diaplacenn-nt at the water-line, carry 230 men and four S- 
inch and six IMiicb brecch-Ioading guns. The Dolphin 
will be a dispatch boat intended specially to maintain a 
high speed for several days in succession. It will be 256 
feet long and weigh 1500 tons, and is rated at 15 knots. 
It will have engines of 3300 horse-power, be schooner 
rigged, and carry 80 men. one 6-inuh pivot breed i-luader 
and folu- revolving cannon. It is to be quite narrow, with 
only 32 feet beam, and will of coui>^e ser\ e to run errands 
or act as liag-ship rather than undertake much fighting 
business. 

"^'CHiD i)avements find more favor in London than in 
American cities. Sncli pavements have been in use tlicre 
for at least eighteen years, as the writer hereof can per- 
sonally testify, and now the .system is being extended to 
new districts. In a measure the failure of wood pave- 
ments in this country is asi'ribable to the great extremes 
of heat and cnld. l.mt this is not all ; it is partly due to 
hasty work on the part of contractors, or too iiuicli care- 
lessness on the part of inspeclnrs. In Lundnn, on tlie 
contraiy. the wooden blur-ks are laid on abolioni nf ci'- 
ment and gravel, and tlie iiloL-ks in turn are ■■grmiTed" 
witli cement. A curresiioiHle-nt of the t'JiLl'idf'iph'.ii P/-<-ss 
writes : ■"In some few instances wood has the advamage 
of asplialt, having been adopted in larger areas. Of these 
Cannon Street, leading from St. Paul's C'Intrchyard toward 
London Bridge, OOol yards in extent, ranks foremost, and 
.Bis]iopsgate-"\Viihiiut. the great easieni entiance to the 
eity, comes next, witli an area of 7955 yards : Aldersgati/. 
GS^4 yards, and St. Martin's-le-(lr;iiid. 2I150 y:irds. whcD- 
staiid the General Pi>st. tlie Central Telegraph, and ihe 
Parcels Post-Offices ;ire also ]iaved wilii wood. The quiet 
nf St. Paul's Cathcdrnl. near at hand, is assnred by the 
same means, and also that nf the streets trending west- 
ward— Ltidgate Ilill, the habitat of demists and fancy 
gooils salesmen, siu'vivnls of the nustrnm sellers, whose 
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stalls m the older times lined the way to the neighbcjring 
shrine, whither pilgrims went, and Pleet Sti-cet, around 
which journalists do congregate. Safety is deemed in 
London the sciongest pciiit in favor of wood. The con- 
clitsions arrived at nuder this head are these: "That, 
whether considered in reference to the distance which a 
horse may travel before it meets with an accideiit, or the 
nature of tlic accident, or the facility with wliich a horse 
cau recover its footing, or the s])eed at which it is sai'e to 
travel, or the gradient at which the material can be hiid, 
wood is superior to asphalt." These results were obtained 
in the course of a series of observations undertaken by the 
ri!ity police. They were continued for-fifty days, of twelve 
hours daily, in streets of large and varied traffic, and 
rejireseuted an aggregate distance traveled by tlie horses 
of 478.523 miles, the number on wood alone being 179,151 
miles. ^ 

A NKW river has been discovered in Alaska by a boat 
expedition from the L. S. Revenue Steamer Coririn under 
Ensign Storey. After pi'occeding twenty-three miles along 
the eastern shore of Hathaui Inlet they reached the mouth 
of a stream of considerable size, which the natives said was 
one of the ()Ut]ets of a large river. Asceuding this branch in 
a southeasterly direction for two days, they struck the main 
stream, wiutdi prc^ved to be a liver fully three-fourths of 
a mile in width, having nowhere le.ss than two and one- 
half fathoms of water, deepening at times to seven fath- 
oms. They ascended the river to a distance of fifty 
miles from its mouth. The banks generally were steep 
and thickly timbered with birch, alder and spruce, some 
of the trees obtainhig a height of forty feet, with twelve 
inches diametei; at the base. Back from the river banks 
the imdergrowth ftiimed an impassable jungle, pii.rticu- 
larly where the banks were low. The ctn-rent was strong 
at the bends, reaching the rate of two knots per hour. The 
natives I'eported that the river hehl its depth of not less 
than two fathoms and its width of a half mile for not less 
than three lumdred miles beyond where Mr. Storey turned 
hack. It was further stated by the natives that by mak- 
ing a small portage near the head of this river they cottld 
reach another stream flowing northward into the Polar 
Sea. ^Ir. Storey lja\'ing gone as far as time permitted, re- 
traced his course to the moitth of the main stream, which, 
with two other branches, forms the delta on the north side 
of Ilatbam Inlet, Everywhere tlie natives were kind, 
harmless and hospitable, many of them evidently having 
never seen a white man before. The heat was intense, 
vegetation rank and the natives scantily clad. 

The Rye-Sth.a.w Car-Wheel. — ^Paper wheels may be 
larger than the ordinary iron wheels or they may be the 
same .size. Their surface is never corrugated nor irregu- 
lar like that of tlie iron wheel. The ]iajier of a paper car- 
wheel is nothing more nor less than ni ilinary brown straw 
board. That made wholly of rye straw is preferable. The 
hoards r.n' nu into disks. :ind Imlcs in [he ccnire arc 
imnched huge eiiuun'h to lit the iron ;ixle shnnldei- tliat 
[■onstitutcs the hub of the wheel. Thus shaped, the straw 
bi>ards are placeil one uiion :niot]icr with ordinary hour 
paste between the layers, til! a pile of them about live 
inches high is at taincd. Tlien tliey niv jmt nniler a hy- 
draulic press and sqin/ezeci tngi;thei- lighlly ;is it is 
prai-licable to compTc^s matter of tbi/ i iuisistem-y straw 
boai'd. The ]iressnrc i.-^ so great as m ]irodnce a high 
dc;;-iTC "f heat in the e"m]>resscd bonrd. Alter bt-hig 
lhn)'<.u-hly dri...,l. the paper wheel is inrned . >n a latlic to 
lit the heavy >leel tilv iiiul Miell into whicli it is luserled 
to form the (-(jic of 1 hi' wheel. It is held tirmly in its 
place by an iron plafe the sixc of the inner surface nf the 
wliec'l and by biilts. h\ shnrl. tlie paper uf a i-aper car- 
wheel issinijtly a r.-re or lilling in a sl;ell of steel, the 
outer rim ur tiri^ lhat ru]is on the 1:;ick being ncLiily two 
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iui'hfs fliict. Till' vii'lnc oi' the paper eiinsists in the faet 
tliLit it yives ekistii-'ity to llif wlioel. 'nit- linrability a 
puiiev wheel. Oi\ iieeouut oi' thi.s ehiMieity. Is cuiiiputed to 
be iiuiny thniisaiids of miles greater ihaii that of the 
cumnioii east-iroa wheel now in yeueral nse. 

The (iranrl Canon of the C'ohjradu has, according to the 
theory of Professor Archibald Geikie, still about a thou- 
sand feet to remove from the hottum of its channel before 
its slope will iK^eonui so slii^dit that its erosive xmwer will 
nearly cease, and that it iy c-onceiviible that, should no 
gen Inimical reTulution occur in the region, tlic caJH.in may 
still be deepened to that amount. There are indicai-ions, 
Jiowever. that a limit may be set to the posifiii)le deiilh of 
the chasm. As in the "criiep" of a coal-mine, tlie liottom 
of the canon, relieved from the weight of the overlying 
column of rock, may be forced upward by the pressure of 
the walls on either side. In that case tlie channel miglit 
rise as fast the river cut it down, so long as nothing 
occurred at the surface materially to dimiuisli the height 
of the walls. 

Railroad time will sliortly be regrdated, the w'hole 
country having been divided by common consent into four 
belts, running, of course, north and south, each of wdiicb 
will have its own uniform standnrd. The whole region 
east of Detroit, for instance, will have but one — that of the 
seventy-fifth meridian, which runs a little east of Utica, 
X. T. The Xaval (Observatory at Washington approves 
the change, and promises to try to have t5ie railroad time 
standards adopted for local use wherever the roads run. 
Commodore Shufeldt will furnish tlie time of the seventy- 
fifth aud ninetieth meridians to all railroads daily and 
have the !N^ew York time-ball dropped for the former, 
■which is about four minutes slower than the local time. 


Shad were introduced into California .seven years ago 
under the an.spiccs of the iish commissiDners. They are now 
to be found all along the coast aud are rapidly making their 
way northward. Tlie "rim" iu tiie Columbia Kiver this 
year was described as wouderfid, and the fish were a drug 
iu the market. In California they have not yet come into 
popular use, owing partly to the fact that tlie closed season 
established by law is Just wlien they are in the rivers. 
The order of their running in that state is different from 
that in the Atlantic States. They appear in San Francisco 
Bay iu October and leave it in May, while for other i>arts 
of the coast their run begins later as the latitude increases. 

AsTROsojiEiis are now seeking to determine iu which 
direction the great ring of the ililky Way revolves, and 
to discover where to look for tlie centre of the system and 
estimate its distance. The tasks are to be wrtaight out 
gradually by observing and measuring the proper motions 
of the stars, and. composing a map by the aid of which 
the relations of tliose motions to each other and to the 
common centre may be determined. Mr. Jacob Emiis 
has published an explanatory pamphlet as to the ways 
and means of aLicompIishing the desired ends. 

Experiments m determining the height and velocity 
of clouds by means of pbotDgi-a]ihy have been made at 
Kew. England, under the directimi of Captain Abney. 
The apparatus euij^loyed consists of two similar cameras, 
stationed at a distjtnce of about six hundred feet apart, and 
provided with in.stanraneoiis shutters, wldch are simul- 
taneously released by electricity. The observer measures 
the angle of inc-linatiou of the cameras and the position 
of the cloud as photographed on the twci plates, aud from 
these data a trigonometiic calculation gives the distance 
and height of the cloud with great accuracy.
